THE MORAL LAW. 
ITS SOCIAL AND SPIRITUAL PHILOSOPHY. 
To the Editer of The Chicago Tribune 

Curcaeo, Dec. 28.—It seems that my article 
under the above heading has elicited some in- 
quines from “Inquirer” and “Layman.” [ 
boticed ina second artidle Iaquirer's“ main 
thought regarding che question of & modification 
of the law so as to have ib apply to another day 
than the one specified in it. I also intended ere 
this to have considered the somewhat common 
doctrine of no-lawismin the Church. It you 
please, I will do this as soon as I can command 
the time, in another article. Since Layman ”’ has 
several times used my name in his article, calling 
upon the able clergy of this city for the in- 
formation be seems to want, he will, of course, 
allow me also afew suggestions, in the hope 
that their response may help us both. I wish 
first to correct a quotation of his. He uses the 
expression, ‘eight days after,” in re- 
ferring to the second meeting of Christ 
with His Disciples after His resurrection. 
The form of expreseion used by the Evangelist 
John is, After eight days,” and not * eight 
davs after.” A liberal construction of “ eight 
days after,” might be made to mean the next 
first day. Can after eight days be legitimate- 
ly so construed? I leave this to be answered 
by Layman or his belpers, 

‘* Layman ” asks when and how the change 
of the day was brought about.” Having used 
my name freely m his article, I trust he 
will not object if I give an opinion, subject, of 
course, to his or bis friends’ criticism. N,“ in 
“ A defense of the Christian Fathers, on the same 
page of Tun Tame with his article, uses this 
expression: “ While XX.“ aod his friends rep- 
resent the Fathers as worthy OF but little credit, 
and ticir testimony as ‘untrustworthy tradition 
in all controversies with the Church, yet the 
denomination* appeal to this very testimony in 
support of the Lord’s Day, in theircontroversies 
with the Seventh-Day Baptists.” This poiat 
is woll taken. It will not be deemed out 
of place if another group of the same kind 
of teetimonies be used in answering 
the inquigies of “Layman.” To my mind, 
these will be found to contam the true answer 
to his question. When aud how the change was 
brought about. 

Verstegan gays: The most ancient Germans, 
being pagens, and havipg appropriated their 
first day of the week to the peculiar adoration of 
the sun. whereof that day doth yet iu our Eu- 
giinh tongue retain the name of Sunday, and 
appropriated the next day unto the special ador- 


| ation of the moon, whefoof it yet retaineth with 


us the name of Monday; they ained the next 
day to these most heavenly planéts, to the par- 
ticular adoration of their great reputed God, 
Tuisco, whereof we do yet retain in our lan- 
guage the name of Tuesday.” He further says, 
‘* Unto the day dedicated upto the special adora- 
tion of the idol of the sun they gave the name of 
Sunday, as much ag to say the sun’s day, or the 
day of the sui 

Brewer also says: It is not to be denied but 
we borrow the name of this day from 
the ancient Greeks and Romans, and we 
allow that the old Egyptians worsbipped the sun. 
and, as a standing memorial of their veneration, 
dedicated this day to him.” 

Jenniogs save: The day which the heathen 
in general consecrated to the worship and honor 
of their chief god, the sun, which, according to 
our computation, was the first day of the week. 

Chafie, iv a work in vindication of the firat day, 
in diwcussing the reasons which forbid Christians 
keeping any other day than the heathen Sunday, 
saves: 1. Because of the contempt, scora, 
avd derision they thereby should be had iu 
among all the Gentiles with whom they lived. 
2. Most Christians then were either servants or 
of the poorer sort of people, and the Gentiles 
most probably woald not give their servants lib- 
erty to cease from working on any other set day 
constantly except on their Sunday. 3. Because 
had they essayed such a chance it would have 
been but iu vain; . they could never 
have brought it to pass.” Sunday by these quo- 
tations is proven to bea heathen worship day. 

The first step in the adoption of this day by 
the Church will be seen in the edict aod subse- 
quent actions of Constantine, which we here 
suodjoin. in 306, he became Associate Ruler in 
the Roman Empire. In 323, he came into full 
power as Emperor. March 7, 321. he issued the 
following edict: “ Let all Judges, and all city 
people, and all tradesmen, rest upon the venera- 
ble day of the sun. But let those dwelling ia 
the country freely and with full liberty attend to 
the culture of tbeir fields; since it fre- 
quentiv happens that no other day is fit for 
the sowing of grain, or the pianting of vines; 
hence the favorable time should not be allowed 
to pass, lest the provisions of heaven be lost.“ 

On the 8th day of March, 821, the day fol- 
lowing the issuing of the preceding edict, Con- 
stantine issued another edict, ** That in case of 
public calamity, like the striking of the Imperial 
Palace or public buildings by lightning, the 
heathen ceremonies for propitiating the gods 
were to be performed, and the meaning of the 
calamity should be sought from the haruspices.” 
The baruspices were soothsayers, who gave 
their answers from watching the movements of 
the entrails of slain beasts and from the smoke 
from burning certain portions. This was & 
heathbeo rite, Heathenism was not supp 
in the Empire until A. D. 390, seventy-nine 
years after the Sunday edict, and fifty-three 
years after Constanstines death. As 4 
further proof that this edict was in 
favor of the heathen “venerable day of 
the sun,” an English writer ( Sunday 
and the Mosaic Sabbath") says: At a later 
period [than this édict], carried away by the 
current opinion, he declared bimself a convert 
to the Church. Christianity, or what he was 
pleased to call by that name, then became the 
law of the land, and the edict of 321 being un- 
revoked, was enforced as a Christian ordinance.” 
Here, then, is the proof direct when and how 
the change in the day was brought about.” 

The next step after the introduction of Con- 
stantine’s ‘memorable day of the sun by his 
edict, while he was a was to secure its 
indorsemenut by ecclesiastical authority, s as to 
add the ecclesiastical to the civil authority, to 


the practice of keeping Saturday Sabbaths was 
evidently gaining ground in the Eastern 
Church, a decree was passed in 
Council held at Laodicea, A. D. 364, . that 
members of the Church should not rest from 
work on the Sabbath like Jews, but should labor 
on that day, preferrmg in order the Lord's Day, 
and then, if it be in their power, sho rest 
from work as Christians.” 

Prynne gives a faller statement of this ques- 
oe of the action of the Couocil of Lacdicea,

& great controversy among Christians which of 
these two days should have precedence); if they 
desired to rest they should do this as Christiana, 
because, if they be found to Judaize, let them be 
accursed by Christ. The seventh day was sol- 
emoized by Christ, the Apostles, and the primi- 
tive Coristians till ths Laodicean Council dia in 
a manner quite abolish the observation of it. 
The Council of Laodivea, A. D. 364, first settled 
the observation of the Lord's Dav, and prohibit- 
ed the mooring at the Jewish Sabbath uoder an 
anathema. y this act the heathen Sun's day, 
after being made by imperial edict the worsbip- 
day of the Empive, under the title of * Venera- 
ble Day of the Sun,“ became the worship-day 
the Church, under the title of Lord's Day. 
This view of the question is confirmed by em- 
ment men in the Church. Neander, in his 
Church history, says: “The festival of Sun- 
day, like all other festivals, was always 
only a human ordinance, and it was 
far from the iotention of the Apostles 
to establish a divine command, in this respect, 
farfrom them, and from the early apostolic 
Courch to transfer the laws of the Sabbath to 
Sunday.” 

Dr. Cox says: There is no evidence that 
eitber at thia [third century] or at a period much 
later, the observance [of Sunday] was viewed as 
deriving any authority from the fourth com- 
mandment ; it seems to have been regarded as 
an institution corresponding in nature with 
Christmas, Good Friday, and other festivals of 
the Church, and as resting with them on the 
grouad of ecclestiastical authority and tradi- 
tion.” 

Kitto, in bis Cyclopedia, on the question of 
the regard in which Sunday was held ia the 
primitive Church, says: “ Though in later times 
we llod considerable reference toa sort of con- 
secration of the day, it does not seem at any 
period of the ancient Church to have assumed 
the form of such an observance as some 
religious communities have cootende:! Aor. 
Nor do these writers in any inetaiite 
pretend to allege any divine command or eren 
apostolic practice in ite support.” 

Dr. Higlin says: That for three hundred 
years there was neither law to bind them to it, 
Sunday) nor any rest from labor, or from worid- 
y business required upon it: and when the 
Prince and the Prelate endeavored to restrain 


them from ali kinds of bodily labor on that day, 


it was not brought about without much strug- 
gling and opposition of the people, more than a 
thousand years being passed after Christ's as- 
cension before the Lord's day had attained that 
gtate in which it now standeth.” 

I submit these authorities, which might be 
mach extended in kind, to the consideration of 
Layman aod others concerned in this invosti- 
* in the hope that they will minister some 

ight on thie question. I shall look with interest 
for a response from the able clergy of this 
city” to “Layman’s” call for help. When 
I wrote my fret article on the 
| ase of the moral law, printed in Tas 
“nipune of Nov. 20, I wished to call attention 
to that interpretation of the law, feeling that no- 
lawism and no-sabbathism as the arguments of 
infidelity should be successfully met and re- 
futed. I shall rejoice with the men who shall 
establish the Sabbath of the Church, as well and 
firmly asthe spiritual law of the moral law 
establishes its Sabbath. If this cannot be done, 
it will de better for the Church to change its 
practice to another day than to be driven by io- 
fidelity into no-lawism. I may hereafter con- 
sider the Sabbath question in the light of the 
practice and teaching of Christ and the Apostles.

THINGS THAT WILL HELP THE SWING 
MOVEMENT. 
A BLAST AT THE USE Q¥ TOBACCO. 

To the Tailor of The Chicago Trivune : 

Ontcaco, Dec. 24.—Many of our churches 
bave much ambition to make their church the 
representative church of the great Northwest. 
In order to do this, they are not content with 
fixing a value on the rental of the pews, sup- 
posed to be high enough to cover all contingen- 
cies, and as high as those who occupy can well 
afford these times to pay. Bat they are not 
content with this; contribution-boxes must m& 
thrust under our noses twice each Sabbath in 
support of every conceivable object of benevo- 
lence and charity, besides special meetings held 
at intervais, fairs and festivals at sundry times 
during the year to make up deficits and meet 
the demands of this fictitious glory. Many, very 
many, are getting tired of being subjected to 
this crucible and criticism if they do not re- 
spond, and will probably avail themselves of the 
privilege presented to absolve themselves from 
this dilemma. 

Another thing: On account of the grow- 
ing belief in some of our churches (at 
least of those who minister at the altar) 
that we are living in the lat days, and 
that Christ will soon ia person make His second 
appearing, they are not content with anything 
short of a periodical pilgrimage to Mecca, as 
much so aod as regularly as those who go up 
to that ancient city, and those who are the most 
servile receive the greatest crown. To accom- 
plish this, all their teachings, like Moody's. are 
of the sensati#nal or gush order. Intelligent 
people, who cannot any longer be fed on pathos, 
and wish to hear something they can live by, 
and improve upon in the summer, as well as in 
winter, will avail themselves of tbe opportu nity 
to sit under Prof. Swing’s teachings. 

Another thing that will help the Swing move- 
ment is, there are a good many in the different 
cburches who are good, honest, consistent, sober 
meu (who perbaps in all their lives never drank a 
drop of the principal intoxicating drinks), yet 
cannot consistently adopt all the dogmas of 
some of these churches on the subject of tem- 
perance, believing the Seriptaral ground on this 
subject. The Bivie throughout, everywhere, 
condemns drupkennesa, but nowbere teaches 
prohibition, any mom than excessive eat- 
ing uires total abstinence from all food 
(and predict before the end of the 
nineteenth century we will all come to our 
seuses on this subject). Yet this class, who 
thus believe, are held to scorn and derision, 
and are told they must, ind dare not refuse to, 
sign the temperance pledge. The time was 
within my remembrance when true temperance 
meant, as it now does in fact, only moderate 
drinfiog. Then hquor was kept in alto the 
best-regulated families, and dealt out moderate- 
ly to those who had avy desire for it, instead of 
driving all such (on account of any little viliage- 
manufactured sentiment there may be) into 
saloons. How much less drunkentbes there was 
then, and would benow,if this course were 
pursued. Theo it was safe to teach the doctrine 
that Paul taught. Take alittle wine for the 
stomach’s saxe.” It was also then safe and 
proper to imitate and follow the example and 
teachings of our blessed Savior on marriage oc- 
casions and in celebrating His last supper. Now 
all semblance of wine is excladed from wed- 
dings, and mere slop (anfermented juice of the 
grape) substituted on sacramental occasions. 
That which the Savior manufactured was pro- 
pounced by those who were well drunken as better 
than that which they drank at the first (it was 
such as would burst old bottes). How much 
these temperance fanatics would like it, if they 
could strike back at such teachingsof Paal 
and Christ, if they dared, as they do indirectly, 
by deriding allsuch as follow their example. 
They would proclaim that Onrist could not have 
been divine, or else He would not have entailed 
by precept and example upon the human race 
such pernicious

bibe in the reality. This would be cop pro-

they must suffer all the inconvenience of 
being subjected to smell the putrid breath of 
those who do enjoy this exaited privilege, which 
is worse than to be thrust into the stern end of 
ahen-coop. Unless this evil is corrected, all our 
labors are in vain secking a reformation in in- 
temperance. You might as well anticipate that 
homeopathic doses would remove a malignant 
disease from a large city surrounded with a cess- 
pool 1 mile wide and 100 feet deep (with no 
outlet), filled with all manner of putre- 
faction, or that the system of the old coloniza- 
tion policy, which sent occasionally a worn- 
out slave back to Africa, would abolish slavery 
in the United States when there were a 
thousand new ones born into slavery for every 
one thus sent away. 

I know it is a very easy thing to see mote in 
our brother's eyq.with a beam in our own, but it 
requires as greata stretch of charity to take 
stock ia a man who comes to labor witn you with 
tobacco in his mouth as it does in a man who 
drinks to excess and endeavors to diseuade a 
man to leave off the use of tobacco, and yet 
there are hundreds of ministers, deacons, aud 
laymen who use tobacco and have the audacity 
to do this. A certain deacon,| who lives not far 
from Chicago, with cigar in mouth admonished 
a neighbor to putaway the cup. He replied: 
“I will quit drinking if you will quit smoking.“ 
to which both gave assent, with the understand- 
ing that if either proke the pledge he was to re- 
port to the other. and that would release both 
parties. The deacon broke the pledge first. I 
also know a very dear friend of a cer- 
tain family (who himself is a habitual user of to- 
bacco) who 1s deeply exercised on account of the 
pecaliar temperance notions of the father of 
this family, aud the influence they maychave on 
his sone. Neither the father nor sons drink, 
but one of the sons uses tobacco to that extent 
tbat his whole nervous system is more or leas 
prostrated. His parents offered last New Year's 
to give him a watch worth $200 if he would 
leave off ita use for one year. lie made the 
effort, but failed. This neighbor is not exer- 
cised at all on this account,—bat such is life! 
Io conclusion, what I have said I have said with- 
out prejudice or malice, aud with the beat of 
motives, and for the purpose of inciting some 
one to preach the whole gospel in simplicity aud 
purity, without fear or favor. CHRISTIAN.

THE CHRISTIAN MINISTER IN POLITICS. 
CRITICISM ON BISHOP HAVEN. 
he Standard (Baptist). 

The recent act of Bishop Haven, in a large 
convention of Methodist minisiers and laymen 
ia Boston, called together for religious purposes, 
in nominating Geo. Grant for the Presidency 
for a third term, is weil calculated to provoke 


comment. 

While a man on becoming a Christian minister 
is not disfranchised, does not lose any of the 
rights of citizenship, yet, by common consent, 
there are thiogs from which he is expected to 
abstain. Amoug tnese is partisanship in poli- 
tics. This inhibition arises from his | 
relation to the church and congregation of which 
he has oversight, which contain people of ail 
shades of opinion; and in the matter of politics 
men are very jealous as well as very tenacious ; 
more so sometimes, we fear. than of their re- 
ligious sentiments. Therefore, for a minister to 
take an active part in partisan polisics would 
soon antagonize him with all those of the oppo- 
site way of thinking, and destroy his influence 
for good with them. But our Methodist Bishop 
does not scraple.to act; and it is presamable 
that heis not do much moved by partisan pref- 
erence far Gen. Grant as by a recollection of the 
benefits which have accrued to Methodism and 
Methodists from having a power near, if not be- 
bind, the throne, whose influence has been felt 
im appointments, aud in various other ways. 

It is undouptedly a fact that the Methodist 
Cburcb is more of a political church than any 
other m tbe country, excepting the Roman 
Catholic. This bas been especially more observ- 
able in the Westera States than in the Eastern. 
There bas been a time in Indiana, for instance 
when it was almost impossible for any other than 
a Methodist to be elected to ao important office. 
The resu't was tbat the politicians joined that 
Church. This weatill thoug necessary, to a 
great eitent, and consequently we notice that a 
large majority of the prominent men are written 
down as Methodists. It was somewhat so in 
Iowa for awhile, but the ring bas been broken of 
late years. In the two last administrations of 
the Federal Government we have noticed a pre- 
dominating Methodist influence and the con- 
staut courting of the Executive by their Bishops 
and other high officials ; and now comes Bishop 
Haven and his convention and want the “reign ” 
extended for another four years. 

As a minister is subject to all the responsibili- 
ties and duties of a citizen, he bas av undoubted 
right to participate in those measures which are 
connected with the practical ordering of public 
affairs io their bearings on the temporal welfare 
of the people. There is no disputing the con- 
stitutional right of a minister to do all this; but 
what is bis duty as an ambassador of Christ? is 
the vital question. Bisbop Haven violated no 
law; be had as much legal right to nominate 
Gen. Grant as any other man in a ward-meeting 
or vational convention. But does aot the 

lacing himself in this position interfere with 
bis usefulness in the office of a Christian minis- 
ter, a citizen of the Spiritual Kingdom? Is is 
even becoming or decent? Wedo not 
that either Bishop Haveu, or those who acted 
with him, bad any political end in view in a par- 
tisan sense: but we infer that they had a varti- 
san end in view in a religious or depominational 
sense. 

We cite this action only as an illustration of a 
general principle; and this is, that ministers 
who enter into active politics lose the flavor of 
their spiritual office, and by as much as they be- 
come politicians are uulitted to be ministers.

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IN CHICACO. 
HOLIDAY ENTERTAINMENTS. 

English literature is full of references to 
Christmas pantomimes, and in the Eastern 
States of America a feeble atiempt has been 
made this year to introduce the fashion. But in 
Chicago the influence of foreign example has 
extended only far enough to degrade the regu- 
lar drama without substituting for it respectable 
travesty. The record of amusements for the 
week past is dismal. Mark Tapley might enjoy 
it. MoVieker’s Theatre has been given up toa 
variety performance—not a good one either— 
which has been patronized as poorly as it de- 
served to be. The California Minstrels have 
given an entertainment, which is the best of 
ite kind, and yet one which is not adapted to 
satisfy all tastes. The really good spectacu- 
lar play at the Adelphi bas been so 
mixed in with beer and tobacco that women 
bave been virtually excluded from it. At the 
Academy of Music a company of inferior actors 
whose proper place was once found in the rural 
districts has been repeating The Two Or- 
phans. 

At Col. Wood's Museum some attempt 
has been made to amuse the young folks by a 
rendering of Little Red Riding Hood,” but 
previous experience of the entertainments of 
this place does not warrant the belief that the 
play has been given in a satisfactory manner. 

THE WEEK AT THE ACADEMY. 

Mr. Edward Everett Hale's “ doubie,” who 

undid him at last, had for one of his stock 


speeches the familiar apples of gold in a setting 
of silver: “On the whole so much has 
been said and so well said that I 
will not detain you longer.” The ex- 
pression may be applied, with a little varia- 
tion, to The Two Orphans.” On the whole, 
it has been so often played, and so well played, 
that it should not enchain us longer. We desire 
a proclamation of emancipation from theatrical 
orphans, —4 bill of divorce on the substantial 
ground that we are tired ofthem. There is no 
stronger dramatic motive, it is true, than a 
mother’s love, por has there lately been a dra- 
matic composition in which this motive has been 
more successfully used than in The Two Or- 
phans”; but there is a limit to the interest 
which we can take even in a good play. Mr. 
Alkeu's company labors under the further disad- 
vantage of provoking comparison with two 
of the best theatrical organizations that 
bave ever been seen in Chicago. There 
is pot 4 art in the play, unless 
it is that of Henriette, which has not been 
given better by the Union Square Company or 
the New Chicago Company than by Mr. Aiken's 
Company. Miss Genevieve Howard, of Aiken's 
company, certainly shows decided talent in her 
rendering of Henriette; but she might come off 
less than conqueror if the recollection of Miss 
Iracy's appearance in the same part were fresher 
than itis. Miss Howard is unfortunate in hav- 
ing a weak voice. She only needs improvement 
in this respect to take at once a comfortable po- 
sition ia her profession. ‘whe Picard of Mr. 
Keane, which has been highly commended by 
the audiences at the Academy, is not so good as 
that of Mr. Whiflin at the New Chicago. Mr. 
Frank Aiken's Chevaiier is not good at all. There 
is too much Aiken init. He bas sacrificed none 
of himself, not even bis mustache. 
BAKER AND FARRON. 

These variety performers probably never at- 
tained a higher dignity than the one which they 
enjoyed at Mevicker's Theatre last week. Their 
song and dance medley was treated seriously as 
if it were a play. The stage-mountings were 
beautiful; and the absurdity of mounting such 
a farrago of nonsense at all seemed to occur to 
nobody. The frame was too massave for the 
picture,—the setting more worthy than the 
thing set. Moreover, the full strength of the 
dramatic company was called forth, aod devoted 
to the beavy work of sitting sbout in a beer- 
saloon aud promenading in a park. The strength 
of the company, fortunately, is not of such 
gigantic dimensions that it enffers seriously 
when used in diversions of this description. 

THE CALIFORNIA MINSTRELS 
are giving the best performance of the kind that 
has been seen in the city for several years. They 
deserve the success which they are enjoying. 
Messrs. Rickey and Barney appear in a little 
farce; The Rehearsal,” in which they do not 
carry off all the honors. It is an amusing and 
clever jeu d esprit, with several characters, all of 
whom appear in white. Ricke and Barney per- 
sonate an old Irishman and his wife. They 
show traces of genuine power as comedians, and 
no doubt with proper training would develop 
into something higher and better than burlesque 
actors. A tendéncy on their part to broad and 
suggestive acting, which was manifest the first 
night, was thereafter suppressed by the man- 
agers of the company. Any person who can 
find occasion for complaint on this score at 
Hooley’s Theatre should promptly report it in 
the proper quarters. The managers have snown 
a commendable desire to avoid even the appear-

How good the coloring may 
be, the photographs did not show ; but tnat they 
were both, particulariy the St. Sebastian, mod- 
eled in a manner that would do credit to any 
sculptor, was plainly to be seen. Upon onr ex- 
we wonder that so excellent work could be 

one in wood, the artist said that it was a much 
easier and freer material than marble, and mod- 
estly remarked that the credit of the work was 
largely due to the man whom he used as his 
model. There were also im his studio many 
sketches and paintings of the peasants and the 
mountains, excellent in color and good drawing. 

In a walk among the hills I came suddenly 
upon two frescoes, upon the corner of 
a dilapidated old house, of which the oniy piec 
of smooth exterior had been taken advantage f 
by the artist. How those worke first came there 

me for a time, but I afterwards ascer- 
tained that they, too, were painted by the Vienna 
Gbidine—doobtless for practice. It seemed a 
ity that so good art should be wasted on the 
esert air.

For years we have been slowly nearing the 
shores of Lake Superior. Our roade going north 
have gradually approached the single line thrown 
out north of us to meet the of advancing 
civilization, and now the glad news comes that 
but 50 miles of forest and rock have to be hewn 
through before the Wisconsin Central effecta a 
junction with the 20 miles built by Ashland. The 
Central bas reached a point 21 miles 
beyond Stevens’ Point, in the  direc- 
tion of Portage City, having laid 166 miles, 
at an average cost of 615,000 per mile. The la- 
bor of blasting, and hewing, and cutting, and 
grubbing will go on all winter, and there is but 
little doubt but that a road will be cleared by 
June or July next.

THE LATEST MODES.

White felt bonnets are becoming more popu- 
lar. They are made with a somewhat hich 
crown, which is” encircled with a tulle and Val- 
enciennes lace searf. A tuft of white flowers 
and a bow of white gauze are added at the side, 
and a ruche of Valenciennes beveath the brim. 
In Paris, tulle bonnets to match the dress in 
color are very generally to be seen at the thea- 
tre, pale pink or blue being worn 
with both black and gray silk dresses. 
For dressy . afternoon bonnets, brown 
velvet, made in the bebe form, are very fashion— 
able. They are trimmed with a bow of velvet in 
the centre, and a smal! aigrette of a bird of para- 
dise at the side. The curtain and strings are of 
ecru Duchesee lace. Bebe bonnets made of 
plush are also worn, and particularly of navy- 
blue plush. The most becoming for a walking 
costume are the black velvet bonnets. They are 
often covered with feathers, and thin lines of 
silver or gold braid round the edge. Fiesh- 
colored roses are much worn on brown felt hats, 
and never were shaded velvet leaves and small 
berries 80 exquisitely made as at the present sea- 


son. 

“La Boitense” (the Cripple) is the name 
French dressmakers give to the new tunic or 
overskirt, which is made to look one-sided by 
draping it higher on the rigut side than on the 
left. As yet it is not widely patronized, the 
mors favorite pattern being a very deep tablier 
that reaches almost to the feet, and has large 
folds that meet in the middie of the apron, and 
are held there by bows; the folds then slope 
up to the sides, and are lost in the drapery of 
the back. 

The front of costumes is certainly the object- 
ive point for trimming. This season all puffs 
and bouffant effects are abandoned, and the or- 
namentation is massed either in front or on the 
sides; but, as the pall-back suit remains, the 
fullness is gathered behind. 

There seems to be a marked intention to 
restore the polonaise to favor; it only reap- 
pears under a new name—the Princess over- 
dress.

They 
look well in blueplum -brocade, with velvet 
collar, velvet sleeves, and three rows of small 
passementerie buttons down the front and a large 
reticule pocket atthe side. The underskirt is 
faille of the same shade, trimmed with broad 
bands of cross-cut velvet. Black velvet polo- 
maises are made in great variety. Some are ex- 
tremely elaborate and others very 
simple in the way of binding. The 
latter style are perfectly plain at the 
2 with merely buttons, silk collar, silk cuffs, 
and some silk bows on the tournures, while the 
former are loaded with Chantilly lace mounted 
with fringe, and headed with the netted passe- 
menterie that is as costly as lace. Velvet polo- 
naises that are slightly out of date can be easily 
modernized at small cost by mounting a row of 
silk bows on the back, making deep cuffs and 
Byron collar of small silk folds and a cord in 
each fold, adding a single large full pocket on 
one side, and a triple row of buttons in front. 

The ladies’ Ulsters are gradually ing 
favor. They are fastened with a double row of 
very large gimp or silver buttons; the sleeves 
are wide enough to slip on easily, and the square 
pockets are sufficiently roomy to contain a book, 
a bandkerchief, aud a fan. They are trimmed 
either with wide velvet, or with fur. The 
most stylish Ulsters reach to the feet. Large 
circular cloaks and long jackets lined 
with fur are also in vogue.

JAPANESE AND CHINESE WOMEN. 

The Japanese women are usually smail and 
dumpy. but are often very beautiful, with small 
hands and feet, and are exceedingly neat in dress 
and coiffure. Their hair is not. as is generally 
supposed, a true black, but isa very dark brown; 
in some instances is a pronounced red. Its 
blackness, and, unfortunately, coarseness also, 
is promoted by the custom of shaving the heads 
of children from their very birth. It is made to 
appear very black and glossy by the use of un- 
guents and bandoline made from a mucilaginous 
plant. Like the othersex (and this costume is 
universal among people of every age m 
Japan), they bathe daly in dot 
water, a public bath costing only half 
a cent. Since 1868 the Government has pro- 
hibited the promiscuous bathing of both Sexes, 
formerly common. Tbe women above 20 years 
ofd, from time immemorial, have blackened their 
teeth with a mixture of galls and powdered iron; 
but the Empress does not, and many ladies are 
now abandoning the fashion. The former cus- 
tom of married women shaving off their eye- 
brows 18 also falling into disuse. The peculiar 
style of coiffure at once distinguishes a Japanese 
maiden, wife, widow, or cyprian. All women 
are carefully educated in household duties; but 
the lower classes acquire very little book- 
learning, though nearly all women can read 
and write. The young ladies of the 
higher classes devote much time to fancy 
work, their bright-colored robes being embroid- 
ered with gay silks and gold. They are care- 
fully taught from various books devoted to the 
duties of a wife, mother, and housekeeper. The 
three principal duties, as set forth in a large 
volume entitled. Woman's Great Study,” are: 
1. Obedience to parents when a child. 2. 
Obedience to her busband when a wife. 3. 
Obedience to her eldest son when a widow. 
Half their education is in books of etiquette. 
There is no distinction made between politeness 
and morals. Lyme, cheating, deceiving, sian- 
dering, and like vices are simply not polite,” 
and so are not permissible. 

Chinese women, even of the highest class, are 
not pearly so handsome, or by any means so 
cleanly, either in person or habits, as their Jap- 
anese sisters. The Chinese girl begins life with 
the disadvantage that she is likely to quite sud- 
denly end it by being drowned in a tub of water 
or thrown into a canal or river. Even the 
higher classes kill off their superfluous she chil- 
dren, unless now and then à girl can be given 
away to be brought up in a family wanting a 
baby girl to raise up to be the wife, by and by, of 
a baby “> The Catholic and Protestant mis- 
sionaries have done what they could, by ess&b- 
liskfing female foundiing asylums, to stop this 
infanticide. No Chinese family will have 
more than one or two girl children 
“aroand.” The much-talked-of cramped-foot 
business begins by bandaging when a girl is 5 or 
6 years old. It is a horrible practice, which 
witbers the whole leg into a dri skin-covered 
drum-stick, and although it is a special mark of 
caste, yet no bandage-footed female is ever per- 
mitted to enter the Imperial Palace or harem at 
Peking. The fashion extends below the higher 
classes, even to families in the towus where the 
girls must work for a living, and the deformed 
women work at home for shop-keepers, making 
needles, doing embroidery, andso on. In the 
rutal regions the big-footed females work in the 
fields like and with boys and men. Polygamy 
is common among the wealthy classes, but the 
Arm wife rules the household. She is the 
moon, and the other wives and concu- 
bines are the “stars” revolving around the 
“sun,” the husband. If the husband has guests 
for dinner the women are shat up by them- 
selves. In any class a woman who is barren, or 
who persists in bringing forth female children 
only, will find things somewhat unpleasant. A 
man may sell his wife to another man, not for a 
slave but for a wife, ana in such case the woman, 
like Barkis, must be “willin’.” The women 
dress very sensibly in an easy costume. The 
rich wear silk aud linen in summer, and in win- 
ter in the north latitudes they are the best buy- 
ers and wearers of costly furs in the world. A 
poor woman wears cotton. quilted in winter, and 
she will pot change a garment till it is worn out. 
Single and married women and prostitutes, as in 
Japan, are distinguished by thew distinctive 
dressing of the hair. A widow miust not wear a 
red or other gay-colored skirt. 


A CURIOUS ROMANCE. 

Norfolk street, Strand (says the London Court 
Journal), has a curious commemorative monu 
ment. An observant spectator will notice that 
the first floor windows of a large house at the 
corner of Howard street present a peculiar ap- 
pearance. The shutters are up, and they are 
covered thickly with dust, while through the 
chinks can be seen the blinds, also thick with 
dust, and moldering away with age. These 
shutters and blinds have been in exactly the 
same position, untouched, for about fifty years. 
During that time no human foot, it is believed, 
bas entered that room.

Fifty years ago a certain nobleman was engaged 
to be married, the day was fixed, the wedding 
morning arrived, the breakfast was laid out in

COWARDLY ATTACK, 
Svecial Dispatch to The Ca Tribuna, 

Gatxessuna, III., Deo. 25.—This city was 
thrown into an intense state of excitement this 
morning by the announcement that the Rev. 
Oval Perkey, President of Abingdon College, 
had been foully assassinated at Abingdon, a 
small town 9 miles southwest of the city. A 
telegram was received by State’s Attorney Tun- 
nicliff to come immediately to attend the exami- 
nation of three young men of Abingdon, who 
had been arrested for the act, and, if possible, 
to take the deposition of President Perkey, who 
was supposed to be dying. The correspondent 
of Tun Tarsune started at once for the scene 
of the murder, and brought to light 
the following state of facts: Abingdon College 
is an institution conducted in the inter- 
est of the Campbeliite or Christian Church 
For many years the college bad been under the 
control of J. M. Butler, who acted as President. 
A faction was formed against bim which led to 
his dismisal in March, 1873. The following 
August President Pefkey, the present incam- 
bent, was elected, and immediately took the 
Presidential Chair, Butler being called to a like 
situation at Santa Rosa, Cal. The feeling of 
the Butler party wae very bitter toward Perkey 
from the date of his arrival, aod no pains 
were taken to cooceal their ha red. A spirit of 
lawlessness seemed to pervade the entire com- 
munity. Effizies of Perkey and his adberents 
among the faculty and townspeople were sus- 
pon led iu different parts of the tows. Their 
dwell: ngs were defaced, and insults were heaped 
upon them while walking the streets. The 
press of the place were no silent spectators to 
the fight, and bardly was an edition published 
that did not teem with incendiary articles. At 
the June meeting of the Co lege Tiustees 
arrangemdats were made by them for 
an election to fill vacancies that 
would shorily occur. Upon the day 
appointed the Trustees met at the usual place, 
and in the regular manner filled the vacancies iu 
the Board, thirteen in all, and completing a full 
Board of Trustees, thirty-two in number. The 
other faction, viz.: the Butier party, met on the 
same day, and, styling themselves doners to the 
College, claimed the privilege of electing a 
Board of Trustéés, which they did. The Perkey 
party being in possession, legal steps were at 
once taken to oust them, bat owing to lack of 
time to prepare the necessary papers 
the case has not yet come up “for 
trial, Shortly after the removal of 
President Butler, measures were taken by 
the Christian Charch to expel from the church 
Iro. Thompson, who hed been instrumenta! in 
the removal of Butler. Their sacceas in this 
attempt resulted in the Withdrawal of ninety- 
ume of the members, and the formation of the 
Jefferson Street Church. 

Witb this knowledge of the existing state of 
affairs, we are ready for the trazedy of last 
bigot. Ibe Jelfer.on street Sunday-school were 
giving a sociable iu the upper hall of the col- 
lege building, the Butler party holding 
another on the lower floor. While m 
the midst of the evening's entertainment, a 
disturbanoe in the cor:idors attracted the atten- 
tion of the party. President Perkey stepped 
from the ante-room near the stage into the cor- 
ridor, and there met the three boys, Lomax, 
Lampkio, and Gabrielle, who are‘ now under 
bonds. We gather from two witnesses, Frank 
Keller and Henry Mart, the particaiars of the 
tragedy that then took place. Tbe boys. evi- 
dently intoxicated, were requested by Perkev to 
step into the ball and enjoy themseives. They 
refused, and were then asked to go down-stairs. 
ibey replied insaltingly. Upon this Perkey 
took Gabrielle, the one who had in- 
sulted him. y the shonider, aud. 
when he bad turned to lead bim dow? a short 
flight of stairs, Lampkin raised his baod and 
stuck him. The President fell immediately, 
avd the halle were instantly filled with ao ex- 
cited crowd. A nervous twitching of the mus- 
cles were the only signe of life, aod he was car- 
ried into ad ante room, aud from thence to his 
bome. It is not yet known as to the weapon 
used in the attack, but Lampkin is known to 
bave had a billy, and the nature of the 
wouud seems to favor the presumption that 
this was the weapon used. The negro 
janitor, Jerry Johuson, ran the boys out of the 

uilding, and shortly after they were arrested 
by the Marshal. They professed entire inno- 
cence of the affair, and made no attempt to 
escape. They were taken before Esquire Encell 
this morning. and waiving examination, were held 
in $1,500 bail each to await the results of the 
wound. 

The condition of President Perkey at the pres- 
ent writing is but little improved, and the doo- 
tors in attendance say there are no bopes of bis 
recovery. The boys who have been arrested for 
the act are John Lomax, perhaps 23 years old, 
Dick Lampkin, and Rural Gabrielle, who are a 
year or two younger. They all bear a bard 
are in the habit of drinking freely, and, in that 
condition, are very quarrelsome. Gabrielle bas 
been in jail before for lawless acts of a similar 
nature. They have often expressed their svm- 

athy for the Butler party, and several times 

ave threatened to make it hot for Perkey. They 
are known to have been concerned in the pre- 
vious disorders, in which acts they were sup- 
ported by the Butler party. | 

The sentiment around town is decidedly 
against the accused, and an outbreak may be ex-

been tired of the constant skirmishing between 
the parties, and the bloody and terrible results 
of last night will tend to bring them to the 
adoption of any measures that will end it.

A RICH MAN'S TROUBLES. 


Sued by His 
a Widew 


An Erie Ex-fresident 
Wife for Divorce and 
fer $80,000. 

New York Sun, Des. 2. 

Mr. Robert H. Bedell, ex-President of the Erie 
Railway, was, about a month ago, sued by his 
wife for alimony and divorce, and on the same 
day Mrs. Bedell, his three children, and a Mrs. 
Parkhurst, who had been living with the family, 
quit his elegant residence at Goshen, N. 
Y. Later, Mrs. Parkburst sued him for $0,000. 
her complaint making the following allegations : 
She is the widow of Dr. Parkhurst, who was a 
business partner in New York and an intimate 
friend of Mr. Bedell. She was, by the will of her 
husband, grven about $67,000 in stock and 
bonds, with Mr. Bedell as executor. She went 
to live in his family, and  intrusted 
her estate impliitiy to his manage- 
ment. He told her in 1868 that he 
wanted to hypothecate her securities to raise 
money for his own use, and she consented, 
taking a receipt. Afterwards he gave her a uote 
for the account of some stock sold and the divi- 
dends accrued, amounting to $16,000. Other 
dividends and interest due swelled the total to 
the amount sued for—$80,000—and in 1873 he 
gave her a mortgage for that sum on propert 
in this city. In 1874 be requested her to cane 
this mortgage, and accept instead obe on prop- 
erty in Goshen. She accommodated him. and, at 
bis solicitation, failed to have the new mortgage 
recorded. She subsequently asked bim often for 
the papers so as to have it recorded, but he 
would not give it to her. He is now financially 
embarrassed, and she sues to compel him to ac- 
count for her property, to deliver the mortgage 
for record, to be enjoined from selling aay of 
her estate. 

Mr. Bedell, in contradiction of Mra. Park- 
buret’s complaint, says: “I do not owe her 
$80,000 or any other sum. I bare begun a suit 
for $130,000 for property that I deeded to ber. 
Her hu came from innati to New York 
many years ago. His partner in business had 
failed, and it was my influence and the large 
advances of money made by me, that saved 
him from fallimg and ruin. Mrs. Park- 
hurst bas lived iu my family since the death of 
her husband. The memorable day that she left 
without notice household goods, paintings, mo- 
saic tables, wines, things ornamental aud use- 
ful, that cost me over $10,000, together with my 
wife and three children, left also. For over one 
year these plans were being perfected, and, 
aided by eminent counsel, my affectionate fam- 
ily were daily eating around the 
game table. Simultaneously, by the use of the 

the legal! re were being served on 
me in New York City, while the goods and the 
family were leaving my house at „ No 
words of warning or complaiut had reached my 
ear.

Another Reminder of the Safe- 
Burglary Conspiracy. 


The Parties to That Affair Still at Their 
Underground Work. 


Rumor Tells Her Story Concerning the 
Late Naval Activity, 


Which Is 4 Good-Enough Yarn for the 
Holiday Season. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicaco Tribune, 

Wassinoron, D. C., Dec. 25.—The sequittal 
of Green, who secured the release of the burg- 
lar Snyder, now believed to have been the man 
whom Nettlesbip and Harrington first attempted 
to arrange with for the safe burglary, has re- 
vealed the history of a bill designed to secnre a 
a chaage in the list of the Grand and Petit 
Juries. Toward the close of the session, the 
character of the trials to take place here, in- 
cluding the trial of the safe burglars, led to the 
passage of a bill providing for now 
sts of jurymen for this District. The 
old list had been prepared by certain 
Officers about the courts supposed to 
be connected with several trials to ocour at the 
next session of the Court. The bill to make new 
Jury-lists was promptly passed by both Houses, 
and sent to the President a few days before the 
eud of the session. Every one interested sup- 
posed the President would siga it as a matter of 
course, and no attention was paid to the matter 
until late in the summer, when one of the trials 
was about to come on, and it became necessary 
to raise the question about jurors. It was then 
found that the bill did rot appear 
among the laws, and a search failed 
to discover it among those signed and teturued 
to the State Department. Further search 
sho ved that it had been inciuded in the package 
of bills returned without signature. Doubts are 
now freely expressed as to whether the Presi- 
dent ever really considered the bill, and people 
wonder whether the President was ever made 
acquainted with the objects of the bill. The 
escape of Green is attributed by many here di- 
rectly to the fact that the jury which tried him 
was drawo under the selections made wheu Har- 
riugton was Assistant District-Attorney, and to 
the jfuttner fact that he, with A. B. Williams 
and young Fisher, parties all suspected of com- 
plicity in the safe burglary, has been actively 
engaged throughout the late trial to prevent 
cooviction. Another matter in this same con- 
nectiou, which has caused much remark about 
the Court, is that the last announcement uf 
Grand and Petit Juries contained, among many 
good names, enough of those thoroughly identi- 
fied with the powerful Rings of this District 
either to make the indictment of any of their 
members very doubtful, or, in case of indict- 
ment, to insure at least disagreement of the 
petit jury. 

THE RECENT NAVAL HULLABALOO. 

The statement io regard to the purposes of 
the Appropriation Committee to make a sharp 
and general reduction of expenses bas sitracied 
general attention in the Departments. No one 
item of the plan, however, has caused so mucbd 
comment as the avowed intention ou thie part of 
the members of the Commiitee not to appropri- 
ate a dollar to cover the late unusual expendi- 
tures by the Secretary of the Navy. This de- 
cisiombas raised a breeze in the Navy Depart- 
ment itself, aod it has brought out a theory of 
these expenditures which is both new and in 
some respects plausible. It is said to-day 
that if the Committee adheres to ts 
purpose it wil create a sensation, 
aud the recent apparentiy lavish expenditures 
for the navy bave been more show than reality ; 
that but little movey bas been expended, iu fact, 
and that, for iustance, at Brooklyn, old wooden 
ships have been fitted for sea service with ap- 
parently great expense, while very little money 
wae used, aud the vessels are koown in some 
cases to be hardly seaworthy. Further, that the 
fleet bas been supplied from stores already on 
hand aod paid for. Io short, it is asserted that 
the whole of the recent revamping of the navy 
is a sham, and that a close exami: will show 
that it must bave been done witu tue purpose 
of procuring a laige appropiation to cover pre- 
vious andi:regular expenditures. Three mem- 
bers of the Cabinet have declared to friends that 
they know notbing in our foreign relations 
which would call for the apparent activity in 
the navy. Navy officers have from time to time 
let fall, in conversation, facta which show that 
the ostentatious outfit of ships has been done 
with the most parsimonious economy, and with 
regasd, apparentiv, only to putting a large paper 
foice in commission, and not to make the refit: ed 
ships sound and formidable. The Appropriations 
Committee will make haste to look into this 
matter, and the investigation promises to be 
thorough. There is no doubt that the prospect 
is oot pleasing at the Navy Department, where 
the announcement of it seems to have created a 
good deal of excitement.

Whe Kind@ied the Great Fire at Ba- 
ker’s Gulch ?

My name is Siam—Rupert Slam, but out our 
way the boys, with a natural turn to be vulgar, 
call me Rip Slam.

TAXATION IN CHICAGO. 

In the money article of this paper there 
appeared a few days ago a statement con- 
cerning the growth of taxation in this city 
which contained some comparative figures. 
These figures were correctly given, but they 
were defective in the omission of other fig- 
ures equally pertinent to the subject and 
necessary for a proper explanation of the 
matter. It was stated that in 1860 the pop- 
ulation of Chicago was 109,206, and in 1874 
it was 400,000,—an increase of 262 per eent ; 
while the direct city tax in 1860 was only 
$373,315, and the tax in 1874 was $5,468,692! 
—an increase of 1,364 per cent, or five times as 
fast as the population increased. Under the 
old style of doing business, the city, having 
the authority to borrow money, avoided tax- 
ation and sold bonds, leaving the future to 
pay the interest and principal. The growth 
of the city was so rapid that the extension of 
water mains and of the sewerage system 
required immense expenditures, and, as 
these were not to be paid for by special 
taxes, the revenue for that purpose 
was derived almost exclusively from 
the sale of bonds. So, largely for school- 
houses. The statement made omits to men- 
tion the fact that the rates of taxation for 
specific purposes were in former times limit- 
ed by the charter, and that demagogism re- 
fused to advance the aggregate valuation of 
taxable property. Thus in 1806 the total as- 
sessment of taxable property in Chicago was

ter, covering a period of great growth, the 
assessment had only increased to $37,053,512.

The extension of the city necessarily in- 
creased expenditures. In 1864 the revenue 
from taxation was $975,000, and special as- 
sessments as much more. The public debt, 
which had been incurred during previous 
years, then began to assume large propor- 
tions. In 1868 and 1869 the system of val- 
uation was changed to full cash, and the total 
of taxable property was returned in the lat 
ter year at $266,024,380, and the revenue col- 
lected exceeded $3,990,000 (nearly four mill- 
ions). In December, 1869, the debt of the 
city had reached $10,754,000, of which over 
$7,000,000 was for water and sewerage, 
and the remainder tunnels, school-houses, 
and canal-deepening bonds. The bonds sold 
in 1870, before the new Constitution went 
into effect, swelled the debt to thirteen and 
a half millions, which sum represents the 
expenditures in addition to general and 
special taxation. 

Then came the“Great Fire, with its sweep- 
ing destruction of public property, most of 
witich has been renewed. In 1870 the new 
Constitution prohibited any further increase 
of the city debt, and established the pay-as- 
Jou-go system. 

Under the vast increase of population, and 
consequentincrease of the expenditures for all 
purposes, the cost of maintaining several 
departments, as conducted by professional 
tax-eaters, had become enormous when com- 
pared with the cost in 1860. In round num- 
bers, we mow pay annually a million of 
dollars for schools, nearly a million for 
gas, a million more for police, another 
million for interest. The Fire Department 
has likewise grown more costly, the number 
of bridges has been more than doubled; we 
now build sewers and lay water-pipe, and pay 
cash for them. In one year we recently ex- 
pended $700,000 for sewers alone. Our funded 
debt remains where it was in August, 1870. 
The City of Chicago has been largely recon- 
structed since the fire in many of its public 
buildings and other improvements. The 
paved streets have been largely extended, the 
sewerage and water-system enlarged, new and 
additional bridges constructed, all of which 
have added to the general cost of the City 
Government. While our revenue from direct 
taxation has increased in the fifteen years, 
the assessed value of property has increased, 
despite the fire and all its losses, over 700 per 
cent. The rate of taxation on the cash value 
of the taxable real and personal property in 
this city in 1875, for city purposes, is about 
one and one-fourth per cent. 

We do not question or deny that the munic- 
ipal expenditures of Chicago are extravagant 
in many things; that there has been an un- 
warranted number of useless offices created 
and maintained at great cost; that the sal-

TAXING CHURCH PROPERTY. 
In view of the agitation of the question of 


taxing church property, growing out of the 
recommendation of the President in his mes- 


—— — 


sage and its wide-spread discussion, the New | 


York Tribune has compiled a long and de- 
tailed statement of the values of church prop- 
erty in 1870, from official figures, from which 
we select a few general items of interest. 
The entire value of church property in the 
United States in the above year was $354,- 
483,581. ‘The Methodist denomination, which 
includes more members than any other Prot- 
estant sect in the United States, owned prop- 
erty valued at $69,854,121, which was 610, 
000,000 more than the property credited to 
the Roman Catholics, $16,000,000 more than 
that of the Presbyterians, and $28,000,000 
more than that of the Baptists. Of this 
amount, the Methodist Church North held 
$40,000,000. It is estimated, from the pres- 
ent rate of increase, that the total value of 
Methodist Church property in 1880 will h 
$100,000,000.% The value of the church p 
erty of the Baptists in 1870 was $41,608,198, 
and the rate of increase is steadily augmenting, 
the denomination now numbering 1,633,939 
members and 20,520 churches, which is an 
increase of 4,241 churehes and 517,805 mem- 
bers since 1869. There are sixty-two ec- 
clesiastical divisions of the Roman Catholic 
Church in this country, representing in 1870 
a property value of $60,985,556, or an aver- 
age of less than $1,000,000 for each diocese. 
Of this amount, the churches in the Diocese 
of New York held $5,000,000. The Congre- 
gationalists in 1870 held property valued at 
$25,069,698, which is also rapidly increasing, 
the Church having gained between 1864 and 
1874 784 churches and 79,011 members. The 
Protestant Episcopal Church has fifty-one 
dioceses and missions, and its property was 
valued in 1870 at $36,514,549, which is set 
down at under the mark. Of the wealth of 
the churches of this denomination in New 
York City, the Tribune says: 

There are 193 churches and chapels in the Diocese of 
New York, more than seventy of which are in New York 
City alone. The churches vary considerably in size and 
wealth, though the majority of those in the city repre 
sent a large amount of property. The churches out- 
side the city, it was thought, would range between $5,- 
000 and $30,000. In this city, Trinity Church is the 
chief. It is owned by s corporation, the income of 
which, according to the statement of Gen. Dr, the 
Comptroller, is equal tothe legal interest on about 
$7,000,000, The corporation represents seven churches, 
Trinity, St. Paul's, st, John’s, St. Chrysostom’s, St. 
Augustine, St. Cornelius’, and Trinity Chapel. To 
several of the churches a cemetery is attached. There 
is no taxation on the church edifices, or the ground on 
which they stand, or the cemeteries. But in addition 
to these churches and cemeteries, the corporation owns 
„ large amount of very valusble property, which is 
leased, A portion of the real estate is leased for long 
terms, and another portion for one or two years. The 
occupants of the long-term leases pay taxes, the cor- 
poration paying the taxes on the short-term leases. 

The various branches of the Presbyterians 
owned property in 1870 to the value of $63,- 
624,511. The total value of the property of 
these six denominations foots up 8297, 656, 
633, leaving a valuation of $53,826,948 for 
the other denominations. Whether this 
amount has increased during the past five 
years as rapidly as the President calculates, is 
immaterial and does not affect the question 
at issue. It is certain that the value of 
church property is augmenting much faster 
than the increase of membership. The 
President's position, that all church property 
except cemeteries should be taxed, is a sound 
one. As it stands now, little church corpora- 
tions are taxed for the benefit of big ones, 
and the whole community is paying a church 
tith$ for the support of denominations, from 
the fact that the deficit in the revenue 
caused by the non-taxation of church 
property is spread over the general tax list. 
The whole system of immunity from taxa- 
tion is demoralizing, and there is no good 
reason that we have yet seen advanced why a 
church corporation holding millions of dol- 
lars’ worth of property in a city should not 
pay taxes upon the amount as a railroad or 
bank corporation does. An argument is made 
that church institutions which are not run 
for fiscal revenue should at least be ex- 
empted, but both corporations and individuals 
are heavily taxed upon property which is un- 
productive and yields no revenue. 

The Rev. Tuomas Tamm, of New York, 
makes these valuable points in behalf of 
church taxation, and there is a vast deal in 


them : 

If all real estate, of every kind and no matter to 
whom belonging, had to pay taxes and assessments, a 
great good would be accomplished, It would make 
church corporations and other corporate bodies a 
most excellent vigilance committee over the taxation 
of property. Thereare no more shrewd, energetic, 
and vigilant men, where theirown interests are con- 
cerned, than they are. If they bad to pay taxes, they 
would look after taxation, and take care that it was not 
unjust or excessive. They would be qypposed to ex- 
travagant and dishonest expenditure of public money. 
They would insist on honesty and economy, and if the 
public money should be stolen the churches would 
ring with denunciations, and the best men in the 
community would be up in arms against thieves, 
Now they are silent or indifferent, because their poor- 
er neighbors, who probably never entered their 
churches, have to pay their taxes for them, while our 
big-hearted, generous legislators remit all assessments 
without being asked to do so. Of course, they never 
expect any return for their generosity at other peo- 
ple’s expense, 

Besides, the exemption of certain property from 
taxation has a tendencyto make the managers of 
churches and other institutions acquire and hold un- 
productive more property than is necessary for them, 
thus increasing uselessly the burdens of the communi- 
ty. If they had to pay taxes like others they would 
hold only what was necessary for them, and keep it in 
& productive coudition. 

ANOTHER GLADSTONE PAMPHLET. 

Ex-Prime Minister Guapsronz, who is uni- 
versally recognized as champion of the op- 
position to the temporal and political power 
of the Vatican, has prepared another paper 
upon the subject for the British Church 
Quarterly Review, which will be read with 
considerable interest. There are two points 
of special interest in the paper. The first 
is the general fact that Ultramontanism will 
be the ally of France in her next struggle 
with Germany for the hegemony of Europe, 
—a struggle to which Mr. Guapsrons looks 
forward with certainty. He has made this 
point before in his pamphlets, but never 
with so much directness as now. He briefly 
sketches the events of the past quarter of a 


century by showing that when, in 1848, the 
Italians overthrew the sacerdotal Govern- 


alliance with France as between State and 
State. He says: 

The true ally of France will be an ally without » 
name; it will be the Ultramontane minority which 
pervades the world; which triumphs in Belgium; 
which brogs in England; which partly governs and 
partly plots in France ; which disquiete, though with- 
out strength to alarm, Germany ana Austria; which is 
weaker perhaps in Italy than in any of these coun- 
tries; but whichis everywhere coherent, everywhere 
tenacious of its purposes, everywhere knows ite mind, 
follows its leaders, and bides its time, This minority, 
which hates Germany and persecutes Italy, will, by a 
fatal and inevitable attraction, be the one fast ally of 
France, if ever France be again so far overmastered 
by her own internal foes as to launch again upon 4 
wild career of political ambition wearing the dishon- 
orable and fictitious garb of religious fanaticism. 

Mr. Guapstone in the role of the prophet 
does. not foretell what the result will be. 
Perhaps it is so apparent that it does not 
need announcement. In the next war, Italy 
will not stand alone, for Italy will be the sub- 
jective point of the contest. She will have 
material defense. Austria is no longer her 
enemy, nor is Russia, while Germany and 
England and the Netherlands are her staunch 
allies. There can be but one issue to such a 
contest, and that issne will forever shatter 
the temporal pretensions of the Papal throne. 
It will virtually be a contest, not between 
Protestantism and Roman Catholicism, but 
between civilization and a Papal assumption 
dating back into medimval times,—a contest 
for the absolute separation of Church and 
State, and for physical and spiritual freedom. 

The second point made by Mr. Giapsronz 
is special in its nature, and locates one of the 
principal dangers to the Vatican in the grow- 
ing demand of the people to choose local 
priests. During the past four years, accord- 
ing to Mr. Grapsroxz's assertion, fifty-six 
Bishops have been allowed to enter upon the 
duties of their dioceses with only a Papal 
title and without paying any regard to the 
wishes of the Italian State, the clergy, or the 
people, and sixty-six more, who have demand- 
ed the creguatur with such non-fulfillment 
of conditions that it could not be given, have 
been allowed by the Pope to assume their 
places. The Italian people have revolted 
against this ignoring of them, and the Gov- 
ernment is also beginning to assert its rights 
by reclaiming the Episcopal residences, while 
in various parts of Italy the parishes are 
choosing their clergymen by popular election, 
sometimes directly and sometimes by trans- 
ferring that duty to the elective bodies of the 
communes. As a case in point, Mr. Guap- 
sToNE relates the following: 

Until recently, the See of Mantua had the fortune 
to be oceupied by a Bishop of moderate sentiments, 
On a vacancy at his death, the Court of Rome, acting 
on ite now invariabie policy, filled the office with a 
thorough-paced Vaticanist. Mgr. Rota has not ob- 
tained, or even asked, the exequatur, but claims, nov- 
ertheless, all the rights and powers attaching to the 
appointment, In this state of things the Parish of 
San Giovanni del Dosso became vacant. It was a ben- 
efice in the gift of the Bishop, of course presuming 
him to be regularly appointed to his see. Antieipat- 
ing the arrival of a pastor after the Vatican’s own 
heart, the people met in the presence of a Notary, and, 
in a manner perfectly orderly, elected for their priest 
a clergyman named Don Lon, in whom they 
thought they had reason to place confidence, They 
also chose for his assistant a certain Dow ConzLLI. 
They do not sppear to have desired or contem- 
plated anything in the mature of religious change. 
Through the Fabbocieria, or Fabric-vestry, of the 
parish, the choice of Dow Lonagpi at San Giovanni 
was made known tothe Syndic of the commune, 
which is called Quistello, by the transmission of the 
atte di nomina, together with a letter, which charges 
upon the Bishop a breach of his word, and sets forth 
very ingeniously that only after months of corre- 
spondence they had thus proceeded to right them- 
selves, 

As against this quiet determination of the 
people of Italy the Vatican is powerless, 
since the Government will support the peo- 
ple in their determination. To oppose it 
would at once provoke an issue between the 
people, backed by their Government, and the 
Papal throne, with its following of Cardinals 
and decayed Princes, holding a nominal rank 
and influence whichare mainly the outgrowth 
of nepotism. The result of such a contest 
would not be doubtful. It would strike a 
direct and damaging blow at the temporal 
pretensions of the Vatican, and would hasten 
that time which, as Mr. GuapsTons says, 
“ will determine the triumph or decline of 
the principles and policy of Vaticanism in 
the Latin communion.” 

STARTLING WHISKY REVELATIONS. 

Now that Judge Biopoxrr has issued a 
venwe for a new United States Grand Jury, it 
is proper to expect more revelations about 
the operations of the Chicago Whisky Ring, 
for the investigation of which the Grand Jury 
has been especially summoned. But the first 
revelations.come from a quarter from which 
they were not expected, whether regarded as 
a matter of news or as an intimation where 
the State’s evidence is to come from. A jour- 
nal which has heretofore laid claim to re- 
spectability, if not to prominence or influ- 
ence,—none other than the /ntler-Occan,— 
has made almost a confession for itself. It 
has printed an article which is susceptible of 
no other construction than that of an awful 
fear of impending calamity in its own house- 
hold. In that article the editors of the 
inter-Ocean charge Secretary Bristow, who 
inaugurated the waron the whisky thieves, 
with being himself implicated in the frauds 
he is doing so much to expose and punish. 
If such a charge were made, under the cir- 
cumstances, without any evidence whatever, 
it would be regarded either as partisan spleen, 
if coming from Democratic sources, or as an 
effort to subvert the punishment of the 
thieves, if coming from Republican sources. 
But, with the show of evidence which the 
Inter-Ocean makes, the case is so lamentably 
attenuated that it seems as though nothing 
could have prompted it but a guilty con- 
science and a desire to set up a fire-in-the- 
rear with a forlorn hope of escape. This is 
the first evidence we have had or heard that 
connects the editors of the Inter-Ocean with 
the Chicago Whisky Ring, and we would 
have given it no credit had it come from any- 
body but themselves. 

It is not proper to hold Gen. Bancocx re- 
sponsible for the loose and vapid statements 
that are made by the Jnter-Ocean apparently 
on his behalf; but, if he has authorized 
these statements, then the article is likewise 
the most damaging evidence that has yet 


the advantage of having fully exposed the 
revenue frauds and brought every guilty man 
to punishment. The /nter-Ocean says that 
Gen. Bascocx proposes to aid this infamous 
partisan project with his own testimony, 
after having satisfied himself by legal advice 
that his testimony will not criminate himself 
in the criminal proceeding now pending 
against him at St. Louis. 

The Inter-Ocean also charges that Bar- 
cos proposed testimony before the Demo- 
cratic Committee will implicate Secretary 
Bristow, and show, to quote from the Inter- 
Ocean article, that “he (Bristow) has from 
the start been as deep in the mud as Joun A. 
Jorox ia now in the Penitentiary.” Standing 
alone, this assertion is confronted with the 
strong improbability that a man occupying 
Secretary Bristow’s position should, of his 
own motion, proceed to the exposure of 
frauds in which he was himself implicated, 
an exposure which he could have suppressed 
as well as not. But—parturiunt montes, 
nascitur ridiculus mus—here is the startling 
revelation against Bristow which Bascocx 
is said to be about to make: 

Bancock has for a long time punted up Bursrow's 
record, He has demonstrated that Burerow has been 
attorney aud couneel for whisky men in Louisville and 
Cincinnati; that his brother-in-law, Weiter, is « 
brother of Wetter, the Louisville whisky man; and 
that whenever Enis row visits Louisville be makes his 
home at the residence of his brother-in-law. Bascocs 
has hunted up the farther fact that when Bawsrow 
goes to Cincinnati he makes the residence of Howarr 


his home while in that town, Hopant ts connected 
witb one of the largest whisky houses in Cincinnati. 


Now suppose all this trne, admit that Gen. 
Bancock and the /nter-Ocean can prove be- 
yond any question every allegation in the 
above paragraph, what of it? Was there 
anything wrong or unusual about Secretary 
Bristow, as a lawyer, being attorney for 
whisky-distillers in Louisville before he be- 
came Secretary of the Treasury or even 
dreamt of succeeding to that position? Is 
not that, if it be a fact, taken in connection 
with his official prosecution of the Ring since 
he has become Secretary of the Treasury, an 
additional credit to him? Is it anything 
startling or dreadful that Secretary Bristow 
should stop at his brother-in-law’s house 
when he visits Louisville, or at a friend’s 
house when he visits Cincinnati? These 
things are simply puerile; and, while they 
may be so or may not, if the /nter-Ocean has 
nothing else on which to its grave 
charge, it would have been better for its own 
reputation had it remained silext. 

The /nter-Ocean has thus forced upon pub- 
lic conviction the strong probability that one 
or more of its editors are implicated in some 
way in the whisky frauds which Secretary 
Bristow is prosecuting at this point. The 
mere fact that Secretary Bristow found it 
necessary for the public interests to dis- 
charge from the office of Appraiser at this 
port one of the principal editors of the /nter- 
Ocean is not, of itself, sufficient to account 
for this reckless assault on his official integ- 
rity. There must be something deeper than 
this, and the conclusion is inevitable that 
either the Jnier-Ocean is interested in defeat- 
ing the prosecut uuns of the whisky thieves 
here by a policy of threat and intimidation, 
or that some of its editors have determined 
to turn State’s evidence. The present indi- 
cation is, that it is not Guorsen or Russe. 
who is going to “squeal,” but some Inter- 
Ocean man. 


OUR NEW CUSTOMERS. 

The futureof American trade grows with the 
passing days. We have won, wit hin the last 
decade, two great communities of customers, 
and we are now stretching iron arms towards 
a third. The abolition of slavery doubled 
the Southern demand for some of our wares. 
The negro had been treated in something the 
same way as the mythical horse which was 
trained to live on one strawaday. He was 
supplied with only the barest necessaries. 
Louisiana planters publicly passed a resolu- 
tion declaring that, in their judgment, it was 
cheaper to work the slaves so hard and treat 
them so ill that they died in seven years, 
rather than try by better treatment to pro- 
long their powers. A race thus regarded 
took from the world only the coarsest cloth 
and food. It produced much less than it 
might, because it consumed much less than it 
should. By striking the shackles from the 
slave, we have raised him from a brute toa 
man, from a being whose demands were lim- 
ited by the arbitrary will of a tyrannical mas- 
ter to one who, as his own master, makes his 
own demands, The result is the prac- 
tical addition of a vast community in 
the South to our customers. The South 
buys more from the North now than she did 
in 1860. The lessened demand of the ex- 
masters is more than offset by the increased 
deraand of the ex-slaves. If she buys more, 
she must produce more. And she does 80. 
Her worn-out fields are regaining their an- 
cient fertility under the painstaking care of 
the peasant proprietor, while her virgin soil 
yields to the freeman crops which land like 
it ne’er gave the slave or his owner. It is a 
significant fact—at once an effect and a cause 
of the new prosperity of the South—that 
Northern cities are eagerly pushing their 
railway communications towards the tropics. 
New York and Baltimore put their trust in 
diagonal belts of iron; Cincinnati is taxing 
herself to carry a railroad due south from 
her site; even St. Louis is thinking that it 
might be a good thing to construct a Southern 
road before the end of the next century; 
and Chicago has already two ison arms which 
grasp the trade of Mobile and New Or- 
leans, and level the tiny watershed be- 
tween the great lakes and the great river by 
putting us af the head of the Mississippi 
Valley. The new trade with the South has 
one marked effect upon the money market. 
The blacks in that section are like the blacks 
of Hindostan,—hoarders of money. This 
has been especially true of them since the 
failure of the Freedmen’s Bank. Now, when 
they cannot put their savings into land, they 
put them into stockings. There is a constant 
monetary balance of trade against New York 


numbered among our customers is that of 
the Chinese. Their trade is partly a re-con- 
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nia, built his joss-house there, and clustered 
his cabins about it. He has learned to use 
many things of American manufacture, and 
has carried the customs thus gained back to 
his native land. Hence has arisen a large and 
a growing demand from China for many 
American commodities. We are shipping her 
cottons via Manchester and hundreds of other 
articles via San Francisco. 

Beyond the Rio Grande lies the next great 
field for mercantile effort. Mexico is rich in 
many things which we consume, poor in 
many things which we produce. An ex- 
change of commodities would be mutually 
and highly beneficial. Our Minister to Mex- 
ico is now on a sort of crusade throngh the 
South, preaching the profitsof Mexican trade. 
Public attention, in New Orleans and else- 
where, has been aroused, and we may confi- 
dently expect, ere long, a great increase in 
our trade with our sister Republic. 

There are other fields tempting to the 
trader near by. There is Cuba, with her 
wealth of tropical products; and South Amer- 
ica, with her teeming millions to be clothed 
in our cottons, and her tangled forests of 
precious woods to be ent down and carried 
off; and the vast prairies of British America, 
with their treasures of fertility waiting for 
the magic touch of the plow. When the ris- 
ing tide of settlement has flowed over them, 
heir grain will come via St. Panl to Chicago, 
seeking an exehange for the manufactures of 
the Northwest. There will be no lack of cus- 
tomers in the future. If we will sell, the 
world will buy. But if we keep out the 
world by a tariff-waif, and saffer our business 
interests to flounder in the quicksand of a 
shifting currency, we shall effectually pre- 
vent our selling and the world’s buying. 


During the year just closed, the govern- 
ment of Cook County has expended $1,049,- 
872, six-sevenths of which sum is paid by 
taxation on property in the city. In this list 
of expenditures we have the following items: 
County Agent’s office 


This list does not include an expenditure of 
$77,363 for building County Hospital, nor 
$103,000 for building an addition to the In- 
sane Asylum. Practically, the $559,513 is ex- 
pended in the name of charity; a small pro- 
portion to the indigent poor, a larger sum to 
official and other able-bodied paupers, and 
the rest stolen and squandered. Unfortu- 
nately, we can see in the present composition 
of the County Board no promise of any re- 
form in this branch of the tax-levying gov- 
ernment of the city. 

HARD TIMES AT THE THEATRES. 

The managers say the times are hard. They 
toll us The bottom has fallen out of amuse- 
ments.” The reason why the bottom has fallen 
out they explain to be, that the people are econ- 
omizing. It is true that the attendance at some 
theatres has been ma ler this year than usual. 
Good performances have been given at a loss. 
Mr. Barry Scuxirvan, one of the best tragedians 
living, filled an unsatisfactory engagement at 
McVicker’s Theatre, though his personation of 
Richard III. was far superior to any that bas 
been seen on the American boards for years. Mr. 
T. A. Hatt, who opened the New Chicago Theatre 
with a good sc60k<companay, was obliged to seek in 
Southern cities the appreciation he could not 
find bere. Col. Woop’s Museum has oot ob- 
tained bounteous returns from exhibitions of 
‘living curiosities’ im theatrical performances. 
The finest stock company ever seen in Philadel- 
phia bas barely held its on. Mr. Dart, of New 
York, has not been able to make both ends 
meet. In London and Paris, theatricals have 
been, at some places, unusually dull. These 
facta, at first sight, seem to make a firm foun- 
dation tor the statement of the managers that 
»The bottom has fallen out.“ But an examina- 
tion will disperse the generalization. Every city 
in Europe and America bas some theatres that 
are doing well. Those that are doing the best 
have the hig best reputation for liberal manage- 
ment. All the theatres in Boston are prosper- 
ing. The Union Square, the Park, and Wallack's. 
in New York, and the Walnut, in Philadelphia, 
dave been makivg money. The theatrical income 
in Paris has been larger this year than ever before. 
Even in Chicago the hard times do not extend 
to all the theatres. The negro-minstrel com- 
pany now performing at Booley’s Theatre— 
whose success we should almost regret if it were 
not so honestly won—has no cause to complain 
of popular neglect. 

The truth is, that the hard times are felt most 
severely at the least deser\ing places of amuse- 
ment. The people economize in their amuse- 
ments by cutting off the poorest ones. They do 
not patrone bad or indifferent entertainments. 
They cavoot afford to do so; the times are too 
hard, There ie nothing they sacrifice easier 
than the luxury of looking at bad actors in a bad 
play; or, vor- still, the torture of seeing 6 
good play mut ſered by Bottom the Weaver, Snout 
the Tinker, ari Flute the Bellows-Mender. No 
wonder the bottom is out when such perform- 
ances are gives. It ought to have been out long 
ago. The longer it keeps out, the better for the 
interests of dramatic art everywhere, 

What the people of Chicago want is a good 
dramatic compaoy under an intelligent manage- 
ment. Such an organization they will support, 
in hard as well as in easy times. They will nev- 
er again, we believe, be satisfied with anything 
less. Chicago is struggling out os and above her 
provincial existence. The provir‘ons for the ar- 
tistic tastes of her people that were once suffi-

The Captain and two men leaped upon 4 
low shell of rock that was dimiy visible in the 
gloom, rightly conclaudmg that thie was the 
only chance of saving their lives. The 
water Was deep at this spot 
and the vessel rebounded, but was 
presently hurled a second time against the rocks 
a few yards distant from the place where she 


first struck, Here nine more of the men leaped 


for their lives and managed to cling te the sur- 
face ofa sharply-sianting rock, over which at 
times the waves were breaking. The Water- 
Witch reeled under the tremendous blow, stag- 
gered back a few yards and sank, carrying down 


with ber eight men and four women. The sitna- 


tion of the poor fellows who were now clinging 
to the rocks was terrible in the exireme. 

Strange to relate, the vessel had been carried 
intoa emall inlet called Horraud’s Guich, a 
little north of Pouch Cove. The entrance of 
this gulch is but afew yards wide, and had 
she struck tothe right or left of it not a soul 
could have been saved, asthe shore is a steep 
wall of rock. Therock upon which the cap- 
tain andtwo of the crew leaped is a small 
projecting shelf on the north side of the inlet, 
while that to which the others were clinging 1s on 
the opposite side. The position of the latter 
was fearful to think of. They were holding on to 
a slippery, sloping rock, only a few feet abovethe 
surface of the water, and barely large enough 
to give them room to crouch on its surface. The 
spray dashed over them with every wave, and at 
intervals a heavy sea broke over the rocks asa, 
huddled together, they clutched it for dear life. 

They dared not move, for the sea was all 
around the rock, and afew feet off they could 
see a dark, perpendicular cliff shooting up 600 
feet into the midnight sky. ‘The huge waves 
were thundering at their feet, and the snow- 
storm roaring overhead. A few feet from them 
they knew that some of their nearest connec- 
tions lay dead at the bottom of the sea. The 
position of the Captain and his two 
companions was not quite so perilous, as they 
found it possibie though at great risk to scram- 
ble up from the shelf on which they firet found 
a footing. They heard the voice of their com- 
panions on the other side of the gulch, and 
cheered them by telling them ‘that they were 
about to make an attempt to scale the rocks apd 
bring them succor. Ihe nearest house was at 
the distance of «a mile, and the men 
had no knowledge of the locality ; 

with desperate efforts they olam- 
bered up the steep rocks, foreing their 
way painfully through the dense brushwood, 
where there was no path. At length, almost 
exhausted, they got to the summit. It was 
pitehy dark, and they had no notion of the 
proper direction, but hearing a dog bark they 
followed the sound, and at length reached a 
fisherman's cottage on the outskirts of Pouch 
Oove Village, and awoke the inmases. It was 
now 1:30 o’ciock. They told their sad tale, and 
described as well as they could the piace where 
their companions were clinging to the rocks. 
Soon more than half the village was ast ir; 
ropes and other appliances were got ready, 
and a rescue party mustered fo save if possible 
the shipwrecked men, The Rey, R. M. John- 
son, minister of the Church of England 
in Pouch Cove, accompanied the party, 
— * with him a hurricane lantern,” 
which he fortunately possessed, and which was 
invaluable in such circumstances, and also some 
cordials to revive the sufferers. The task that 
laid before the rescuers was a difficult and 
perilous one. 

They had to force their way through a path- 
less wood in pitehy darkness, and they could 
not conjecture where the sufferers were to be 
found. With wonderfal instinct, however, they 
managed to reach the top of the cliff at 
the bottom of which the shipwrecked men were 
desperately elinging to the rock. Their cries 
for help faintly reached the ears of their deliv- 
erers out of the dark and awful abyss, 600 
feet in depth “Help! help! for God's 
sake a rope! we can't hold on much longer.“ 
What was to be done? The sufferers were not 
visible, the exact spot where they were could 
not be made out in darkness. The wall of 
rock was an almost perpendicular height of 600 
feet. There was but one way of saving them. 
Some one must go down into the dark chasm, at 
the peril of his fe, swinging at the end of a 
rope over the edge of the precipice and thus 
try to reach the perishing men, get a rope round 
each in turn, by which he may be dragged up the 
fearful height. 

It was a desperate expedient, but it was the 
only one, as the wretched men must soon perish 
by cold and exbaustion, or be swept back into 

o sea. The rescuers look for a few minutes 
into ove another's faces. Who will gor A 
stout-hearted fisherman—a true hero—Alfred 
Moores by name—volunteers for the peri- 
ous undertaking. . Fastening a stout rope 
round him, he is launched into the 
black abyes. Three times, however, he had to 
be drawn up again, being unable to get near the 
sufferers; but on descending the fourth time he 
finds a slight fissure in the face of the cliff, 
down which he is lowered till he comes within 
80 feet of the rock to which the men are 
clinging. He has a light hand-rope, which, 
after several ineffectual casts, is at length 
caught by one of the men. By means of 
it a stronger rope is sed down; 
one of the men fastens it round his body, and 
the word is given to haul up, several men, sup- 
ported and guided by the stout rope, at the end 
of which Moores is swinging, have now crept 
down the face of the cliff, and stationed them- 
selves at ae eo as to transmit 
orders in. passing up the res 
cued men. Is in a moment of awful sus- 
pense when the first of the rescued men is 
swung off the rock and dragged upwards. At 
length he reaches the top; a little brandy is 
poured into his lips, and bis first words are: 
That was an awful long haul, but, thank 
God, Iam saved.” One by one, eight are thus 
drawn up, and without accident reach the 
summit safely. But the ninth is not yet res- 
cued. He is a mere youth, and, without shoes 
or hat, drenched and shivering, he is clinging 
to a shelving rock ata short distance from his 
companions in distress. Doubts are enter- 
tained as to whether it is possible to save him.

The Prince of Wales in Ceylon. 


He Kills One Elephant Sure, and Hits 
Two Others. 


Dispatches to London Times. : 

Coromno, Dec. 6.— The Prince is at thé shoot- 
ing-camp, Runawella. 

There was less ceremonial at Colombo than at 
Bombay, infinitely lees military display: indeed, 
the materials did not exist for them in the 
colony; but there was more universal display of 
feeling, and larger cordiality. It needed some- 
thing to make amends for the grievous disap- 
pointment in Southern India, and it is to be re- 
gretted that the Prince’s stay in Ceylon 
cannot be protracted. All the scenes at 
Colombo were marked by strong local coloring, 
but the incidents at Kandy were so entirely 
original that it is to the artist’s pencil alone that 
the task of giving an idea of them must be left, 
The costume of a Kandy Chief would need 
many words of description; and if the sim- 
plicity of costume of the lower order would 
afford some set off to the quaint rich- 
ness and extraordinary fashion of the gar- 
ments of the nobles and chiefs, it would be 
still a work of time to convey an impression 
of the effect produced at Kandy by vast multi- 
colored crowds of yellow-robed Buddhist priests, 
with shaven, bare heads, petticoated men with 
combs at the back of their heads, turbaned Hin- 
doos filing up the space marked out by the most 
effective ornamentation of bamboos, and cocoa- 
nits, and palm-leaves. Of the Veddas, or abor- 
igines, armed with bows and arrows, I did not 
think much; nor does it commend 
these ‘ harmless savages much to our 
human sympathies to learn that they 
never laugh. It would be odd, indeed, if they 
were cheerful, for hard is their lot in life, un- 
less they are pleased with misery. The pro- 
cession of elephants in private reheareal and 
devil-dancing on the night of arrival in Kandy 
might have been misunderstood by people if it 
were not known by all that the British Govern- 
ment has no longer any connection with Budd- 
hiam, and that it will punish a priest as well as a 
peasant for a breach of the law. 

Having gone through bis public duties so far 
at Colombo, it was only natural the Prince should 
desire to enjoy the sport for which Ceylon is 
specially famous, and see some of the scenery 
rarely visited by travelers. It was not possible 
to get up a grand kraal, for at this time of the 
year men are busy, aud it needs many huodreds 
to drive elephants gradually into a fatal district 
where a iabyrioth is ready. The grand sport 
prepared near Trincomalee bad to be abandoned, 
as you know. The camps where the country 
swarmed with game were broken up, and all 
that could be done was to make arrangements 
for an elephant party elsewhere, and Ruan- 
weilla, a secluded spot, 46 miles from Kandy 
and 41 miles from Colombo, was fixed upon as 
a place likely to afford a little sport. It was 
reported that two herds of elephants were 
in the neighborhood, and the sportemen 
of the district were employed in watching 
them and inducing them to draw near a 
kind of kraal hastily constructed. Servants and 
baggage were ordered to start on Friday after- 
noon. With extraordinary energy huts were 
run up, éoolies collected, food and transport pro- 
vided, and at 7:30 yesterday morning the Prince, 
attended by the Governor, Sir W. H. Gregory, the 
Colonial Secretary, Mr. Birch, and his suite, left 
Kandy by train for Ruanwella. Great crowds 
were assembied to see bis departure, which was 
marked with the usual honors. At the station 
wae Gen. Street, with a gward of honor of the 
Seventeenth Regiment. There was much cheer- 
ing. The train, preceded by a soy éngine, ran 
pretty smoothly over the new line through one 
of the loveliest countries the world can show, all 
fresh from last night's torrents, which had in 
many places flooded the fields and carried away 
the earth from the dripping hill-sides. Thou- 
sands of people slept, or tried to sleep, in Kandy 
last night without any covering. At Gampola, the 
Duke of Sutherland, Lord Alfred Paget, Capi. 
Glynn and Durant bade the Prince good-by fora 
timo and proceeded to Nuwara Eliya, where they 
will be lodged in the Governor's Lodge and ex- 

t some sport. They will cross the famous 

mbodda Pasa and attainan altitude which 
renders figes morning and evening necessary. 
They rejoin at Colombo. Canon Duckworth, 
Capt. Williams, Col. A. Ellis, and Mr. F. Kaol- 
lya, remained at the Pavilion, Kandy. At all the 
stations from Kandy to Novalapiliva there were 
9 yet simple decorations, aud pleased crowds 
of all classes. 

Kitulgala, which was reached at noon, the rain 
was falling in torrents, andthe Prince had to 
get out and walk to West-house. The horses 


could not draw the carriage over the soft road. 


At this — an alarming discovery was made.

hese had been sent on from Kandy on Friday, 
at 2 o'clock, by rail, to Damalaputtana, where 
ooolies were assembled.

The officer in charge 
seems to bave neglected proper supervision, and 
the coolies refused to proceed any further, final- 
ly throwing down their burdens and escaping 
like wild beasts into the jungle, leaving the 
European servants to manage as they best could. 

At breakfast Mr. Lavard gave rather favorable 
reports of the shooting prospects, but the 
weather continued roet deplorable. The Gov- 
ernor in despair made all the new dispositions 
that were necessary. _Coolies were sought 
for, and the journey was resumed. The Prince

At dinner, which was served in an 
open hall made of bamboos thatched with leaves, 
there was much talk of elephants and sporting. 
It was stated that some planters had come down 
here from near the place where the elephants 
were seén.

THE BOSTON GAS-EXPLOSION. 
Boston Post, Dee, 2. 

Since the explosion in the building at the cor- 
ner of Washington and LaGrange streets on the 
26th of May last, there has occurred no such 
catastrophe in this city as that which happened 
yesterday near Federal street bridge. At about 
quapéer past 6 o'clock in the evening, when hun- 
dreds of peeple were in the vicinity on their way 
home, and while some fifteen or twenty were 
upon the spot of the accident, the gas contained 
in a 3-inch pipe, 150 feet long, lying under the 
sidewalk leading from the right of the South 
Boston side of the bridge, exploded witn 
five different reports, tearing up the 
pavement for the whole distance and 
throwing it with the rail at the side out into the 
water. For a portion of the distance the con- 
cussion was not very remarkable, but near the 
grain store of Messrs. Sumner Crosby & Son, 
at the point where this small pipe joins tho 
main, the bricks of the sidewalk were thrown 
into the air 25 feet, the glass was broken, and 
there were all the general results of an ox- 
plosion. When the explosion happened, a 
teamster, named Mark Elwell, who is employed 
by Messers. Johnson & Co, teamsters, and Mr. 
E. F. Sanderson, in the employ of Messrs. 
Crosby & Son, were engaged in loading 4 team 
with grain from tne store. A South Boston 
horse-car, No. 22, was just passing from the 
bridge, and quite a number of peopie were upon 
the sidewalk which was torn up. 

Hardly had the smoke and dust died away be- 
fore the street in the vicinity was full of people, 
and many willing hands volunteered to remove 
those injured. Tne few policemen who were 
drawn to the spot could bardiy restrain the 
pre seing crowd, so enger were they to view the 
ruins. An alarm was immediately given from 
Box 119, which brought the firemen and addi- 
tional police to the scene; ropes were stretched 
across the street, and pone were admitted within 
the inclosure except those having business. 
Most of the injured were found to beneath 
the debris near the store of Mr. Crosby, and the 
members of Hook and Ladder No. 5 were de- 
tailed, with such other firemen as conid 
work to advantage, to extricate them, which, 
after several moments of hard labor, they suc- 
ceeded in doing. Twe of those taken out were 
found to have been killed, and their remains 
were taken acroas the street to the residence of 
the draw-tender. One of them was Mr. Sander-

Schmidt ate a portion of the 
cake given her, but, finding something peculiar 
about the taste, threw the. remainder in the 
etove, saying that she did not like it. The cake 
in burning emitted a bright bine flame noticed 
by the others, but only thought remarkable after 
the fatal results. The younger daughter ate 
about one-half of her portion when the oldest 
sister, suspecting something

on the. mantel shelf. The child Lizzie 
Eidmann, unnoticed by the other, ate the whole 
of her cake. Mr. Lauterbach shortly after left 
the store, returning to the house of his son and 
retiring for the nicht. Between 8 and 9 o'clock 
that evening Lizzie Eidmann was seized with 
violent vomiting, and what was most remark- 
able. the material thrown from her stomach 
emitted a blue phosphorescent smoke. Some 
delay ensued before a physician was called, and 
when Dr. Enterline arrived at 3:30 a. m. Wed- 
nesdav, he found Lizzie Kidman dead and the 
daughters of Mrs. Schmidt suffering with 
symptoms similar to those of the other 
ehil By administering an emetic to 
the children the remainder of the poison- 
ous material was removed and their lives 
saved. On hearing the story of the affair, Dr. 
Enterline repaired to the residence of Ferdi- 
nand Lauterbach and told him of the occur- 
rence. In company they went up-stairs to the 
father’s room, and found him, og d ' 
lving on the right side of the dead, 8 
Coroner searched the pockets of the old man, 
and in them found a number of loose matches, 
crumbs of cake, bits of tobacco, and a pipe. 
Examining the body of the deceased he found it 
turned to a bluish hue, and the odor of the 
phosphorus was evident throughout the room. 
He then proceeded to the house of Mre. Schmidt, 
examined the body of Lizzie Eidmann, 
and finding the traces of the poisonous 
phosphorous still more evident, decided 
that an inquest would be unnecessary, 
death having undoubtedly ensued from the et- 
fects of the phosphorus of the matches in the 
old man’s pocket having impregnated the cake 
eaten by the child and the tobacco which he bad 
used. The child was 8 years old, and was a pu- 
pil at Female Primary School No. 15. John 
Lauterbach was 79 years of age, and came to 
this city from Germany about six years ago. 
Where he procured the cakes is not known, as 
his son states that they could not have come 
from his store, as they are of a shape and size 
whicn he does not make, The portion in the 
possession of Coroner Ogle ws stale, and had evi- 
dently been carried in the old man’s pocket for 
some days, and bad become perfectly permeated 
with the phospborus from the matches.

THE EARTHQUAKE. 


Shecks in Virginia and at Wash- 
ington. 
Correspondence Neto York Herald. 
Ricumonp, Va., Dec. 23.—At1 Oelek a. m. I 


visited nearly every quarter of the city, in order 


to ascertain accurately the extent and effect of 


streets half or congregated on the 
corners discuseing the events. Some of them 
remained in their houses with the door open, 


prepared at the first symptom of 


another rumble to rush to the streets for 
safety from the impending danger of falling 


bouses. Few were courageous enough to re- 


tire again, and tnose wo did so kept their clothes 


of walking about all night. Never in the bis- 
tory of this city, so tamous for disasters and 
terrible catastrophes, was there such dismay 
and consternation depicted on the countemances 
of the populace as they stood io their doorways 
or in the streets, tremblingly looking forward to 
a calamity more awful than anything they had 
yet experienced. From interviews bad with 
persons of intelligence and cool judgment it is 
now certain that the city and vicinity were vio- 
lentry shaken by three distinct rumblings of an 
earthquake, accompanied by a noise resembling 
thunder, a ruahing sound in the air, and the 
shootiug of thousands of meteors through the 
heavens. 

Everybody agrees that the first of the shocks 
was the most terrific and etartling of them all, 
shaking and swaying the houses like the rocking 
of a oradle, rattling glasses and glaseware, ring 
ing bells, and, in many instances, throwing per- 
sous from their beds with foree and violence to 
the floor.

24.—I notice in a recent isene 
of your paper a communication referring to 
what are technically termed Loan and Building 
Associations; and, in view of the disasters thas 
aro almost daily befalling that class of our citi- 
zens who are endeavoring from their often too 
scanty earnings to lay aside a little to provide 
for the possibilities of the fatnre, the impression 
seems to be rapidly gaining ground that there 
is a radical detect in the system of savings here- 
tofore offered to the public, and if there be any 
remedy or improvement within the reach of the 
people, there never was a time when it was more 
needed than now. | 

Almost daily of late we see chronicled some 
disaster of this kind, and every now and then the 
unwelcome news springs from our own midst. 

Yarious schemes are offered to the public in 
the shape of investments for savifgs, of the 
safety of which the average depositor is as 
ignorant as he is of the rules of the Bank of 
England. Nor is any way offered whereby of his 
own knowledge, and under his own observation, 
can he obtain actual information of the value of 
the securities or the safety of the investments in 
which his money is placed. 

He must place his confidence in and take the 
assurance of the managers that It is all right.“ 
and goes away only too often to tind his confi- 
dence has been misplaced and his money wholly 
or in part lost.

If it appears likely toward the end 
of‘ that time that his Chicago edifice 
is anywhere near readiness for dedication, he 
will make his arrangements so as to come on 
here. If he finds it is not, be will go from New 
York to some other field of labor at the East be- 
fore turning his mind to Chicago at all.

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cuicado, Dec. 24—Permit me through your 
columns to enter a protest against a very com- 
mon outrage upon ordinary deceucy and a dis- 
grace to any who are guilty. Wednesday after- 
noon, just after leaving the Academy of Music, 
a woman—who would doubtless consider herself 
insulted were she called otber than a lady—was 
passing along with a little child apparently 3 
or 4 years of age.

Mitchell, Bartholomew 4 Tyas; and al- 
though these collieries are essentially die- 
ti not, it was thought desirable, some years ago, 
to establish a subterranean connection between 
them. The borings for this purpose were in 
progress in December, 1862, and to these bor- 
ings was attributed the escape of gas which at 
that time led to an explosion in the Eamunds 
main colliery, by which fifty-nine lives were 
lost. In due time the communication was com- 
pleted, and a door of escape was opened from 
either mine into the other, adoor which has jus- 
tified the wisdom of those who designed it by 
saving On this occasion probably 100 lives, 

On Monday morning the mine was viewed, or 
inspected, in the ordinary way, and was pro- 
nounced to be safe and in good working con- 
dition. The strict observation of the Monday 
holyday has lately been much relaxéd in the 
district, on account of the bigh rate of wages 
which has prevailed, and so the men and boys 
who went down were more numerous then 16 


usual at the beginning of the week. Be- 


tween 9 and 10 o’clock—for there is no 
cise agreement about the time—a loud 
explosion was heard, speedily followed an 
outpour of volumes of smoke from the mouth of 
Swaithe shaft, so that the winding-gear was for 
a time concealed from view. While the alarm 
thus given soon attracted a concourse of 
people to the pit, it also occasioned the workmen 
in Edmund's u to open the door of com nun- 
cation to which reference has been made, and 
by which many fugitives made their esca,e. 
These fugitives new little or nothing 
about the exolosion. They had heard and felt 
the concussion of the sir, and they fled for 
their lives from the poisonous gases which an 
explosion produces, aod which, under the name 
of after-damp, are usually the chief sources of 
danger to life. The fugitives were completely 
panic-stricken. Many of them were almost, 
and some were entirely naked, having di- 
vested themselves even of the scanty covering 
in which they were working in order to expedite 
their flight. Unfortunately, they were per- 
mitted to depart without being either counted or 
identified; and they hastened away to their 
bomes. 

In the meantime, not only had hundreds of 
the neighboring mmiug population hurried to 
Swaithe, but the engineers and officials of otber 
colueries, the medical men of Barnsley, and the 
adjacent villages, and the Government Inspector 
of Mines for the District. Mr. Wardell, had also 
proceeded thither. After a hurried con- 
sultation, the command of an exploring 
party was taken by Mr. Jobn Mitchell, 
the certificated manager of the mine, aud 
son of one of the proprietors. They were very 
cautiously lowered, but the desceutof the cage 
was arrested about niae feet from the bottom of 
the shaft by the ruin caused by the explosion. 
Not only were the timber couductors or guides 
to the cage blown away. but the lower 
part of the shaft was filled by a macs 
of broken corves and other wood-work, piled 
there by the shock. The party reasceoded 
to fetch a ladder, aud by means of this they 
at last succeeded ip reaching the bottom, wher e 
they found thirty or more of the survivors, vari- 
ously scorched and in some cases completely 
overcome by the prospect of escape from the 
death which they bad been expecting every mo- 
ment. When ail were brought up another ex- 
ploring party descended, and prepared to creep 
cautiously along the workings. ‘Ibe explorers 
were divided into two parties, one uoder 
the command of Mr. Mellord, of the Stafford 
Main Colhery, the other under Mr. Wilson, of 
the Oaks Colliery. They pursued different paths 
to meet at an appointed spot, and they soon 
found the corpses of some who bad been tora 
and mutilated by the explosion, and of others 
who had died painlessly from the effects of after- 
damp. Among the latter was one lad who had 
put bis arms round the neck of a pony, and 
they had fallen together in. this po- 
sition ; the boy was dead, but the 
pony, altbough both singed by the explosion and 
stupefied by the gas, was still alive and was 
brought to the surface, where it recovered. 
Fire was found in one of the workings. and was 
promptly put out by the use of an ** extincteur.” 
The two parties pushed their researcbes as far as 
possible, and to an extent which involved great 
danger to themselves. Except the group col- 
lected at the bottom of the shaft they found 
only corpses, and they arrived at tbe certainty 
that no life could exist in the parts into which 
9 were unaole to penetrate. 

ith regard to the cause of the explosion 
nothing is known, and the voices of those who 
could tell have been forever silenced. The 
Barnsley coal is rich in mflammable gas, which 
seems most liable to accumulate in the mines 
when the barometer is low: and when gas 
is present in a certain proportion, and is exposed 
to a naked light, an explosion follows. Swaithe 
is only 2 miles from the Oaks Col- 
liery, where the same seam is worked, 
and where 368 lives were destroyed by an explo- 
sion ou the 12th of December, 1866. It is also 
near Lundhill. where 189 lives were destroyed in 
February, 1857. The Swaith colliery is worked 
under strict rale and discipline, and no naked 
lighte are permitted; but some of the coal is 
brought down by blasting. it is possible thatthe 
firing of a blast may have been coincident with 
the escape of sufficient gas to cause the explo-

through the gauze of his safety-lamp with the 
point of his pick in order to get a light for his 
pipe. Fusees bave been f in the pockets of 
two of the deceased, and greed seems 
rather to incline in this direction.

CIBRALTAR. 
DISASTROUS FLOODS. 

Canrz, Nov. 27.—On Saturday morning, Nov. 
27, the news of the disastrous floods at Gibraltar 
on Wednesday, 24th inst., reached Cadiz. 
Every one at Gibraltar and in its neighborhood 
had been congratulating himself on Monday 
aod Tuesday that, after so loug a period of 
drought, the rains had at last commenced. 
On Tuesday, although low and slowly falling, 
the barometer gave no sign of any sudden 
fall; the only extraordinary feature was the 
battle of two contending blasts of wind, one 
from the southeast, the other from the north, 
which raised a heavy black cloud that bung 
over Aigeciras. Throughout Monday, Tuesday, 
and Weanesday, the rain kept on falling without 
much intermission, but so steadily as to promise 
that it would bea boon tothe parched earth. 
On ‘Tuesday nigbt, however, or rather 
Wednesday mornivg a deafening sound was 
beard in the streets of Gioialtar, which 
told the inhabitants (says a Spanish account 
“that every street was a torrent of water, an 
every square a sea.” Infact, a tremendously 
heavy rain-fall bed occurred on the mountains 
and highiands to the back of Gibraltar, and the 
rush of water in torrents down the slopes to the 
sea was most appalling. Irishtown, the tneatre, 
the bospital were all surrounded with water; 
Church-iane was nearly destroyed; the soldiers’ 
quarters at the King’s Bastion were submerged ; 
bundreds of private houses and soldiers’ fami- 
lies’ quarters were inundated, and, had it not 
been ior the prompt, ready, and able hep of the 
officers and soldiers of the carrison, many lives 
would have been lost. At dawn, on Wednesday 
morning, the scene is thus described by a Span- 
ish paper: Tae waters swept down from the 
heigbts; they joined forces in an irresistible cur- 
rent from street to street; nothing was 
heard but the rush of the torreat and the 
shrill screams of voices of the sufferers ing 
“aloud for help and succor. The floods of Nov. 
14, 1834, were bad enough, but these were worse. 
From the Jumpers and South Shed Barracks the 
soldiers and their wives had to turn out in haste; 
a part of the wall of the School of San Bernardo 
was swept away in solid Hocke of masonry; two 
small houses were destroyed and swept down to 
the sea, four humana beings perishing within 
their ruins; all the streets and alleye of E 
were blocked up by stones, and heaps of debris, 
courtyards were left by the water full of stones 
and choked up with sand, and many chapels and 
churches were swept and deprived of all their 
valuables, Two vessela were wrecked—the 
Wellington, brigantine, of North Shields, Capt. 


crew, perished, his body being washed on shore; 
and a Greek vessel, uname uuknowa, with a crew 
of eleven, ot whom only five were saved.
